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RUSSIANS CRUSHED 


ON G0-MILE LINE IN. 
WESTERN GALICIA 


Austrians and Germans Un- 
der Archduke Frederick 
an& Gen. Mackensen Force 
Muscovites to Retreat All 
Along Line. 


Berlin Announces Many 
Prisoners Have Been 
Taken — Czar’s Troops 
Suffer Reverses Elsewhere. 


German Submarines Sink a 
Swedish Steamer and Two 
British Trawlers in North 
Sea. 


‘BERLIN, via London, May 3.—An im- 
. portant Austrian victory is announced 
in the communication issued today from 


German army headquarters. The state- 
ment is made that the Austrians have 
pierced and broken the entire Russian 
front in West Galicia. 

The statement says: 

‘In the presence of Austrian Com- 
mander in Chief, Field Marshal Arch- 
duke Frederick, and under the leader- 
ship of General-Colonel von Macken- 
gen, the allied troops yesterday, after 
bitter fighting, pierced everywhere and 
crushed the entire Russian front in 
West Galicia from the neighborhood of 
the Hungarian frontier to the junction 
of Dunajec River, wrth the Vistula. 

“Such of the enemy as succeeded in 
escaping are in hasty retreat towards 
the east, closely pursued by the allied 
troops. The trophies of the victory can- 
not yet even be approximately esti- 
mated. 

“During further pursuit of the Rus- 
sians who were fleeing in the direction 
of Riga, we yésterday captured four 
cannon and four machine guns. We 

' also took 1700 prisoners south of Mitau, 
so that the total number of prisonera 
was increased to 3200. 

“The Russian attacks southeast of 
Kalwarya failed, with heavy losses to 
the enemy. The Russians were driven 
back across the Skeainga. They left 330 
prisoners tn our hands. | 
“Northeast of Skierniewice the Rus- 
eians also suffered « heavy defeat in 
fwhieh they lost a great number in

SUBMARINES SINK 
SWEDISH SHIP AND 
TWO TRAWLERS 


Crews Escape After Attacks in 
North Sea—Two Women 
on Neutral Vessel. 


LONDON, May 3.—That the Germans 
fhave renewed their submarine warfare 
in earnest was evigenced further today 
by dispatches telling of the loss of 
‘three ships, one of them a Swedish 
@essel. The sinking of two others was 
reported yesterday. The torpedoing of 
the American oil steamer Gulflight and 
the attack on the Swedish steamer re- 
ported today make 10 neutral steamers 
which, according to available records, 
have been torpedoed since the Germans 
began their submarine warfare Feb. 18. 

An Exchange Telegraph Co, dispatch 
from Copenhagen says that the Swedish 
steamer Hillida, timber laden, from 
Helsingborg, fo: Hull, has been tor- 
pedoed in the North Sea by a German 
submarine. She went to the bottom in 
leas than three minutes. The 16 men and 
two women on board the vessel barely 
_ had time to escape in a small boat. Aft- 
. er cruising about for two hours they 
‘were picked up by a Danish schooner 
 gnd landed at Lemvig, Denmark.

Eight automobile drivers, who were 
arrested yesterday on charges of oOp- 
erating motor vehicles equipped with 
lighting devices which concentrate and 
project a light into a beam more than 
three feet above the roadway at a dis- 
tance of 7 feet in front of the machine, 
appeared before Judge Sanders in Po- 
lice Court today. 
~ Five cases were dismissed because a 
desk Sergeant of the Laclede Avenue 
Station had written faulty informations, 
in which it was stated the drivers had 
been arrested under a revised ordi- 
nance, when, in fact, they were arrest- 
ed under one of three new automobile 
ordinances which went into effect last 
Saturday. 

This error was pointed out by John 
R. McCarthy, Speaker of the last House 
of Delegates, who represented one of 
the defendants. 

Those dismissed were Edwin Weakley, 
Sterling Moss, Peat Shipp, 
Westman and Otto Haas. Frank Huber, 
George M. Elliott and Albert E. John- 
son previously had taken continuances. 

City’ Attorney Garesche, after the 
cases were dismissed, said he would 
draft a legal form for informations un- 
der the new auto laws, and send them 
to police districts, so there would be 
no further occasion for such errors.

Body Found in Vacant Lot at 
Natural Bridge and Belt 
Avenues. 


A girl’s photograph in a locket and 
the letter D on a signet ring are the 
chief clews to the identity of the mar 
who shot himself to death at Natural 


Bridge road and Belt avenue yesterday 
afternoon. The body is at the morgue 
and the man’s possessions are in the 
custody of the Coroner. 

Charles Schmidt, 52 years old, who 
says he has no home, found the body 
lying on its back on a vacant lot on 
the north side of ‘Natural Bridge road 
at Belt avenue about 1 p. m. There 
was a bullet hole in the right temple 
and a revolver on the ground at the 
right side of the body. 

The body appeared to be that of a 
man about 45 years old, was 5 feet 11 
inches in height and weighed about 2% 
pounds. The hair and mustache were 
brown. The body was clothed in a 
blue serge suit, white shirt with black 
stripes, turnover collar with black tie, 
black shces and a gray soft hat with 
black checks. The revolver contained 
one empty shell and five loaded 
cartridges. 

In addition to the ring and locket 
there were found in the man’s pockets 
an oval-shaped mirror, a black purs3 
containing 46 cents, keys, knife and a 
gold-filled watch and Chain. The 
locket is square in design, set with a 
cameo and the photo was of postage 
stamp size. 

Schmidt, owing to the fact that he 
was homeless, was held at the Mount- 
ed Police Station last night. to insure 
his appearance at the Coroner’s office 
this morning.

DETAILS OF ATTACK 
ON THE GULFLIGnT 


Inquires, on Return to Capital, 
About Torpedoing of Amer- 
ican Steamer. 


CASE REGARDED SERIOUS 


Officials Believe, However, That 
Investigation Will Show At- 
tack Was Accidental. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May  3.—President 
Wilson will reserve judgment on the 
torpedoing of the American steamer 
Gulflight until full official details are 
received. The President inquired about 
the incident when he arrived from Wil- 
liamstown, Mass, today. 

On the face of the dispatches of- 
ficilals admit that the attack is a serious 
matter, but they intend that no hasty 
action shall be taken. 

The first official report of the tor- 
pedoing of the Gulflight reached the 
State Department today in an undated 
dispatch from Consul Stephens at Ply- 
mouth, England, saying the attack was 
made Saturday, but the vessel was still 
afloat and that patrol boats were at- 
tempting to tow her to the Scilly 
Islands. Consul Stephens’ message fol- 
lows: 

“American tank steamer Gulflight tor- 
pedoed off Scilly Islands ist instant. 
Captain died heart failure, body landed. 
Two of crew drowned, 34 saved. Vessel 
afloat, patrol boats attempting to tow 
her into Scilly.”’ 

Secretary Bryan said that a thorough 
inquiry would be made. 

In official circles it was thought that 
the inquiry probably would disclose the 
fact that the attack on the American 
vessel was an accident and not delib- 
erate. In that event it was considered 
likely no action would be taken by the 
American Government beyond a demand 
for damages. 

The United States some time ago, tn 
a note to Germany in reply to the Ger- 
man proclamation of a war zone around 
the British Isles and Ireland, said that 
it would hold Germany “‘to a strict ac- 
countability’’ for loss of American lives 
or vessels. 

The inquiry will be directed with a 
view to ascertaining the manner of the 
torpedoing of the Gulflight and fixing 
the responsibility for the attack. It is 
believed several days will be required to 
complete the investigation. 

The attack on the Gulflight constitutes 
the first case of an American ship struck 
by a torpedo with the consequent loss 
of lives. Two American vessels have 


been sunk by mines, the responsibility 4 


for which never has been fixed, and one 
American, Leon C. Thresher, was 
drowned when the British ship Falaha 
was torpedoed. 

The United States Government has 
just completed its investigation of the 
Thresher case, but in view of the di- 
rect attack on an American vessel now 
reported, it is probable that both inci- 
dents will be dealt within whatever dip- 
lomatic action is taken. 

Other Similar Cases. 

In diplomatic quarters, the attack on 
the Gulflight recalled similar experiences 
of other neutral craft with German 
submarines. A Norwegian and a Dutch 
steamer were torpedoed recently, but so 
tar as geuld be recalled by officials 
here, no lives were lost. In these casas 
the German Government besides promis- 
ing to pay damages for the vessels 
destroyed, if it was shown they were 
destroyed by German submarines, ex- 
pressed its regret at the occurrences. 


Bryan Asks for Report on Aviators’ 
Attack on American Ship. 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—Ambassa- 
dor Gerard has been instructed by 
Secretary Bryan to ask the German 
Foreign Office for its version of the 
attack by German airmen on_ the 
American steamer Cushing last week 

on hr way to Rotterdam. 

The report from the American Con- 
sul at the latter place was forwarded 
to Ambassador Gerard with the re- 
quest that he show it to the German 
Government and ask for whatever

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IN B.C. STEVENS 
CASE ARE FAULTY 


May Grand Jury Meeting Today 
to Make New Review of 
His Transactions. 


NEW 


Old Charges Against Clayton 
Realty Dealer Are to Be 
-Nolle Prossed. 


Fully half of the 72 indictments 
against Beverly C. Stevens, a St. Louls 
County real estate dealer, returned by a 
former grand jury, have been found so 
faulty, the Post-Dispatch learned to- 
day, that the cases will be nolle prossed 
and the May grand jury, which convenes 
at 1:30 this afternoon, will immediately 
begin reviewing all the cases. 

Upwards of 100 witnesses will be sum- 
moned. addition new inquiries are 
expected’ from complaints of persons 
who heretofore have kept their dealings 
with Stevens secret. 

Stevens, who was long considered the 
heaviest dealer in St. Louis County real 
estate and was prominent in church an4 
social affairs, is under bond on 17 in- 
dictments charging him with obtaining 
money under false pretenses; 22 charg- 
ing false pretenses and larceny; three 
charging him jointly with his nephew, 
Beverly C. Stevens, Jr., a colonel on 
Gov. Major’s personal staff, with fraud. 

Word “Did” Omitted. 

Col. Stevens obtained a severance and 
went to trial in Clayton on one of the 
charges a few weeks ago. The case 
was ended when Judge McElhinney gus- 
tained a demurrer that the indictment 
was faulty because of the omission of 
the word ‘‘did’’ in an important place. 

Similar omissions are said #o have 
been found in all the presentments 
charging his uncle with false pretenses. 
One indictment charges him with em- 
bezzling a check when, it is declared, 
the check was made payable to him 
properly and his offense, if any. was 
embezzling the money obtained on it. 

Judge McElhinney’s ruling in the Col. 
Stevens case is believed to havecaused 
the determination for a general cver- 
hauling in the Stevens cases. The Mis- 
souri Supreme Court has frequently held 


to a most rigid adherance to all the 


minute technicalities In formal charges. 

The nature of the new information tu 
be disclosed could not be ascertained. 
When the Stevens matters were under 
investigation by the fermer grand jury, 
many persons expressed the oelief that 
all their claims against the realty man 
would be made good. The St. Louis 
County Trust Co. is assignee for all his 
property. 

Ohtaineq Change of Venue. 

The Stevens affairs came to a climax 
late last summer when the Post-Dis- 
patch revealed that a quiet investiga- 
tion of them was being made. The elder 
Stevens has obtained changes of venue 
to St. Louis and to near-by counties, on 
the plea that he could not get justice in 
St. Louis County. Col. Stevens, who de- 
clares he was only a cYerk in his uncle’s 
office befcre he went into business for 
himself in Clayton, has denied all re- 
sponsibilities and demanded trials in his 
home county. 

Lashley’s Theory of Errors. 

Arthur V. Lashly, who was Prosecut- 
ing Attorney at the time the indictments 
were drawn, said this morning to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the errors 
probably were due to mistakes made by 
stenographers in copying forms of in- 
dictments. He had only general super- 
vision of the cases, he said, most of the 
detailed matter being handled by his as- 
sistants. 

In the great rush of business attend- 
ant upon the grand jury investigation. 
he declared it was physically impossible 
to go over all of the papers for tech- 
nical errors. To safeguard against just 
suct possibilities, he explained, he had 
filed informations in addition to indict- 
ments in a few cases which he consid- 
ered the strongest, for the reason that 
an information can be amended whet 
error is discovered, but an indictment 
cannot. 


HOW COL. ROOSEVELT GOT

NEW YORK, May 3.—Dr. Dernburg, 
former Colonial Secretary for the Ger- 
man Government, recently brought Co. 
Roosevelt to express regret at the 
former President's public criticism @d 
Germany’s position in the war and tried 
unsuccessfully to convince the Colonel 
that the friendship existing between him 
and the Kaiser should make his atti- 
tude a more “riendly one, Lucien L. 
Bonheur, ex-chairman of the Progres- 
vive Campaign Committee of Nassau 
County, said today that he had heard 
the story from Col. Roosevelt. 

“During the conversation Dr. Dern- 
curg took exception to Col. Roosevelt's 
attitude toward Germany and asked him 
why it was,” said Bonheur. 

“ ‘Because I think the position of 
Giermany is wrong,’ replied the Colonel 

“ ‘But you and the Kaiser are friends,’ 
interposed Dr. Dernburg. 

“*T have great respect for the Kaiser 
and admiration for the German people: 
I object to the war policy, that is ail."

Mrs. Florence A. Campbell, widow of 
James Campbell, millionaire broker and 
public service magnate, took the witness 


stand at 10:30 a. m. today at the trial 
of the Campbell will contest in Judge 
Kinsey’s court. 

In a voice trembling with emotion and 
yet so clear and vibrant that every spec- 
tator itn the crowded courtroom could 
hear her, Mrs. Campbell told of her ex- 
pectation of a child in the spring of 
1883 and said that at that time she took 
art and music lessons and was interestec 
in pictures and read ‘‘beautiful’’ books 
in the belief that her interest in these 
things would influence the character of 
her child. 

Mrs. Burkham Visibly Affected. 


While Mrs. Campbell was testifying 
Mrs. Lois Ann Burkham, whose parent- 
age is the sole issue in the present 
trial, had difficulty in suppressing her 
emotion, especially when Mrs. Camp- 
bell told of her feelings and aspira- 
tions when on the threshold of moth- 
erhood. As is known to many of the 
friends of Mrs. Burkham, she expects 
to become a mother in June. 

Mrs. Campbell testified that Lois was 
born to her at the Grand Union Hotel 
between 5 and 6 o’clock of March li, 
1893, in the presence of Campbell and‘ 
her aunt, Mrs. Mary Gilroy. Five days 
later she was moved on 4 stretcher in 
an ambulance to her own apartments 
at the Grand Hotel. Her impression was 
that Miss Cleveland, the nurse, did not 
come until later in the evening or the 
next morning. She identified a letter re- 
ceived by her after her return to St. 
Louis from Dr. Andrew H. Smith, who 
attended her at the birth of Lois, giv- 
ing her advice about caring for herself. 
The letter was read to the jury. 

Mrs. Campbell was in deep mourning. 
Her gown, though costly was severely 
plain and her bonnet was covered with 
a short mourning vell which was turned 
pack from her forehead. 

When she started to answer ques- 
tions her voice could scarcely be heard. 
but in a few minutes ite rare musica! 
and vibrant quality made itself ap- 
parent. 

Attorney Morton Jourdan, for the de- 
fense, put the questions. When asked 
her name, Mrs. Campbell replied: 
“Florence Adele Campbell."" She said 
she was the widow of James Campbell. 
They were married Nov. 5, 1887 in the 
Holy Communion Church tn New York, 
she said. 

Marriage Certificate Introduced. 

The certificate of marriage was in- 
troduced in evidence. 

“After the marriage, where did you 
live in St. Louis?” asked Jourdan.

In investigating the questionable real 
estate transactions of Henry L. Haydel, 


Post-Dispatch today 
short about $9600 in his accounts as re- 
ceiver for the Elberta Peach & Land 
Co., which owns apartments at the 
southwest corner of Cates and Goodfel- 
low avenues and property on Lucas ave- 
nue. 

Haydel’s shortage was disclosed by his 
issuance of a worthless check for $2000 
on the Elberta company’s account in 
the Central National Bank. This check 


marked “not sufficient funds.”’ 

It was the second worthless check, 
so far as thus known, which Haydel 
had issued last week and which had 
been returned that day, the other, for 
$4500, having been given by him to Mrs.

The Rose- 
vine sent up distress rockets and was 
proceeding toward the Scilly Islands 
when a patrol boat, which previously 
had not been seen cwing to the foggy 
weather, appeared. Together the patrol 
boat and the drifter went back towar 
the Europe, at which the submarine was 
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have reached the region to the south- 
west of Mitau, which is well on the road 
to Riga, and, if they are in strong force, 
they should prove a serious menace to 
the Russian communications. It is be- 
lieved here, however, that the move- 
ment is nothing more than a raid, and 
the Russians profess not to be disturbed 
over it. 

There has been no further bombard- 
ment of Dunkirk, which would séem to 
indicate that the Germans had only one 
big gun in position and that the French 
airmen have made it so uncomfortable 
for the gun crew that it has been with- 
drawn. As a reply to his bombardment, 
the French have brought one of their 
big guns to bear on one of the forts on 
the south front of the fortress of Metz 

It appears that the Turkish report 
that the Asiatic shore of the Dardanelles 
is free of the invaders was correct, the 
French having simply gone ashore there 
to make the landing of the British on 
the other side easier, and, this accom- 
plished, -having been withdrawn, pos- 
sibly to land at some other point.

Three Torpedo Boats Sunk. 

A German submarine Saturday sank 
the old British destroyer Recruit off 
the Galloper Lightship in the North 
Sea, but the score was more than equal- 
ized by other British destroyers, which. 
after a stern chase, overtook and sank 
the two German torpedo boats that had 
accompanied the submarine on her 
cruise. 

Some of the crew of the Recruit were 
rescued by the trawler Daisy, but as 
the submarine fired on the fishermen, 
they were compelled to leave the others 
to their fate. The British destroyers 
rescued most of the crews of the Ger- 
man torpedo boats, and two officers 
were picked up by a passing steamer 
and taken to Holland. 

The Admiralty statement on the inci- 
dent says: 

“A series of small affairs took place 
in the neighborhood of the Galloper and 
North Hinder Lightships on Saturday. 

‘During the forenoon, H. M. Destroyer 
Recruit was sunk by a submarine, four 
officers and 21 men being saved by the 
trawler Daisy. 

“At 3 p. m. the trawler Colombia was 
attacked by two German torpedo boats, 
who approached her frorn the westward 
and commenced an action without hoist- 
ing their colors. The Colombia was sunk 
by a torpedo, only one deckhand being 
saved by the other trawlers. 

‘“‘A division of British Gestroyers, com- 
prising the Laforey, Leonidas, Lawford 
and Lark, chased the two German ves- 
sels and after a brief running fight of 
about one hour sank them both. The 
British destroyers sustained no casual. 
ties. Two German officers and 4 men 
were rescued from the sea and made 
prisoners of war.”’

The message was signed by First Officer Ralph Smith. 


It said Capt. 


Gunter, whose home is in Bayonne, N. J., died of heart disease and that Short 
and Chapaneta were lost. These were the two men, it is believed, reported to 
haye jumped from the vessel after she was struck. News dispatches say the 
Gulflight has been towed into the Scilly Isands. 


Short’s home address, according to the 
company’s records, was 708 West One 
Hundred and Third street, Chicago. He 
was taken’ aboard the Guilflight at New 


Orleans April 7. This was his first trip 


aboard the vessel. Chapaneta shipped 


at Port Arthur. Including her officers, 
the Gulflight had 38 men aboard, most 
of them hailing from Gulf of Mexico 
ports. Ship and cargo, according . to 
James Kennedy, marine superintendent 
of the company, were valued at $1,000,000. 

Kennedy said he was waiting fur- 
ther advices giving full particulars 
of the attack on the Gulflight be- 
fore communicating with the State 
Department. A claim for the loss sus- 
tained, including damages for the 
lives lost, undoubtedly would be filed 
with the State Department, he 
thought.

LONDON, May 3.—A dispatch to the 
Chronicle from Scilly says that on Sat- 
urday at noon the American oil steamer 
Gulflight of Port Arthur, Tex., was met 
about 16 miles off Scilly by two patrol 
vessels. A submarine had been sighted 
a half hour previously. Suddenly she 
was torpedoed and the submarine which 
fired the projectile escaped in the fog. 
The Captain of the Gulflight died of 
heart disease as the result of the’shock, 
the cook was scalded and two men 
jumped overboard and were drowned. 
The steamer'’s crew went on board a 
patrol vessel and were brought into 
Scilly but not landed. There are among 
them, it.is said,. several Germans and 
Austrians.

AR RIDICULED 
IN GERMAN PRESS 


Former Official’s Letter on Em- 
pire’s Aims Read in America 
Termed ‘“‘Foolery.”’ 


LONDON, May 3.—Dr. Bernard Dern- 
burg’s letter, read at a mass meeting in 
Portland, Me., April 17, in which the 
former German Colonial Secretary said 
that Germany would evacuate the occu- 
pied portion of France and Belgium 
only on condition that the seas be freed 
and Germany be given freedom to ex- 
pand beyond her frontiers in Europe, 
has caused considerable discussion in 
the German newspapers, said a dispatch 
from Amsterdam to Reuter’s Telegrau. 
Co. 

The Post of Berlin says the letter sup- 
plies a ‘‘full and final proof of Dr. Dern- 
burg’s incapacity as a statesman,’ and 
the newspaper characterizes his remarks 
as ‘‘a fine piece of political foolery.”’ 

Count Ernst Beventlow, writing in the 
Deutsche Tageszeitung, says: 

“It is impossible that Dr. Dernbursg, 
without direct mnstructiors from the Im- 
perial Chancellor, should publicly an- 
nounce in the United States the Ger- 
man war aims. He should, without de- 
lay, furnish a correction and we canno:

explanation.”

ROCKEFELLER JR 


CINCINNATI, May 3.—Frank P. 
Walsh, chairman of the United States 
Commission on Industrial Relations, in 
answering the charges of John D, Rocke- 
feller Jr. that he had made public pri- 
vate correspondence, stated yesterday in 
an address that “no matter which has 
to do with breaking down the civic or- 
ganism of the state or country can be 
called private.”’ 

“If these letters that Mr. Rockefeller 
has sent to this commission are true,’’ 
Mr. Walsh continued, ‘“‘and I believe 
they are, then I have violated no con- 
fidence, inasmuch as the facts in these 
letters show conditions which have not 
heretofore been given to this commis- 
sion, and which I believe are vital to 
the understanding of the Colorado cox!

Meyer opens with the 
statement that Secretary Daniels’ dis- 
cussion of this subject ‘‘leaves much to 
“be desired in the way of information.” 
The statement follows: 

“The Secretary neglects to state, when 
he refers to the last two years of the 
Taft administration, that the House of 
Representatives, which originates appro- 
priations, was in control of the Demo- 
crats on account of the by-elections; 
that they went into caucus and voted 
“no battleships.” It was on the issue 
that no party could afford to caucus on 
patriotism, placed before the people by 
some of the leading papers at my re- 
quest, that we broke the caucus and 
obtained, very grudgingly, from the 
Democrats one battleship for each of the 
remaining two years. 

“The war and the cumpaign of educa- 
tion on national defense has influenced 
Congress in making more liberal appro- 
priations, but the third battleship Mr. 
Daniels obtained was made possible by 
the sale of the Idaho and Mississippi,tc 
Greece, using the fund derived from this 

transaction for an additional. dread- 
nought. But the Idaho and Mississipi 
were both modern ships, built in 1904, 
and while President Wilson’s sale was 
@ good business transaction, it will not, 
apparently, increase our tonnage. it 
should also be noted that the Indianzu, 
Massachusetts and Oregon can no lone- 
er be included in our tonnage list;. that 
“the Iowa, Kearsarge, Kentucky and 
\Alabama will reach their age limit in 
5516, while the Illinois, Wisconsin, Maine, 
Ohio and Missouri are due for replace- 
ment in 1920, as battleships become ob- 
solete in 20 years. 

‘It is obvious, therefore, that a policy 
pursued according to this year’s pro- 
gram of two battleships with. certain 
auxiliaries, no scout cruisers and no 
battle cruisers, will lead nowhere if it 
is the real purpose of the nation i” 
have an adequate navy, for we are not 
even following a program of new con- 
struction intended to replace those ves- 
sels which have been or will soon be 
condemned because unfit for service on 
account of age, 

“While, as the secretary has stated, 

| _ the navy is today recruited to its max- 

 ${mum strength (which is due to the de- 
. creased demand for labor in various 
lines Of trade throughout the United 
om States), yet the Commander in Chief of 
the fleet, in a communication to the 
Naval Academy, gives the opinion that 
the fleet lacks in its complete ecquip- 
‘ ment, about 5000 men and a number of 
officers. To put all the ships in com- 
mission that could be useful in time of 
war, would require 18,000 additional men 
and many officers, according to Admiral 
Badger in his evidence before the Naval 
Committee this winter; and yet, in his 
letter the secretary essures the public 
that the navy in 1815 is larger, better 
equipped and in better condition than in 
any previous year, while experts know 
that this is impossible, since many of 
the battleships have heen retained so 
elong in Mexico that fleet maneuvering, 
vital for efficiency, has been terribly 
hampered and interfered with.

27,000 tons, with a speed of 2 knots, 
and nine other capital ships bullding 
with 15-inch guns. 

“The war has demonstrated the need 
and value of aircraft. The 
Board recommended the appropriation 
of $5,000,000, bur only one-fifth of the 
amount was obtained. 

“In view of the increasing number of 
submarines and the accident in Hu- 
wali, there is urgent necessity for test- 
ing and wrecking docks that may be 
used for saiving submarines of any 
size, docking submarines and testing to 
determine the resistance tc external wa- 
ter pressure. Two docks of this de- 
ecription will be required for the At- 
lantic and two for the Pacific. 

“Upon the efficacy of the supply ships 
depends the efficacy of the fleet. The 
importance of supply ships has also been 
demonstrated in this/war. One was au- 
thorized in 1913. It would have been 
nearly completed by. this time if bui't 
under contract, but it is to be con- 
structed in one of our navy yards. and 
it has not yet been laid down. 


Supply Bases Needed, 
“Without ample coal and oil storage 
at distant bases, in the absence of a 
large merchant marine to insure a con- 
tinuous supply of fuel, the range of ef- 
ficiency of the fleet will be seriously im- 
paired in time of war. 

‘‘The General Board in a report to the 
Secretary stated: The strength of the 
fleet is measured too often in the public 
mind by the number of and tonnage of 
its material units. The real strength 
of the fleet is the combination of its 
personnel (with their skill and training) 
aod its rnaterial, and of these two ele- 
ments the more important, the per- 
sonnel, is too often forgotten and neg- 
lected in making provisions for our 
fleet.. One of the basic troubles at the 
present moment is the dGemoralization 
which has been going on in our per- 
sonnel and which is not taken into ac- 
count. Further, it is poor economy to 
build battleships without making, as we 
are doing now, a proper provision for 
the increase required in personnel, as 
is the approved practice in other coun- 
tiies. 

“The difficulty in the administration 
of the navy at the present moment is 
due to the fact that the organization in 
force for four years founded on a plan 
to a great extent the outcome of Ad- 
miral Mahan’s ideas, has been disrupted 
end disorganized without consulting ex- 
perts, and nothing has been put in its 
place. Imagine a new railroad presi- 
dent removing division heads without 
replacing them and expecting the opera- 
tion of the entire railroad system to 
be continued with efficiency, economy 
and dispatch. The test of a naval. or- 


it Can pass smoothly from a peace to a 
war basis. In the present condition of 
the organization it could not be ac- 
complished without the gcreatest con- 
fusion, and congestion, to the mortifica- 
tion of the navy and with a possibility 
of very grave consequences, to the dis- 
credit of the country.” 
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Dantfels Compares Our 14-Inch Guns 
and Britain’s 15-Inch. 

WASHINGTON, May  3.—Secretary 

Daniels said today that the guns of 


the United States navy compare favor- 
ably \with those of any other nation. 
He explained his recent statement that 
the Bureau of Ordnance had developed 
& l4-inch gun.that will shoot further, 
straighter and hit harder than any gun 
now in use or known to be designed by 
any foreign country by saying: 

“There is an axiom with regard to 
calibres which amounts to this: That a 
ship should mount the smallest big gun 
that will pierce the enemy’s armor over 
vitals at the maximum probably firing 
range. The 14-inch guns of the Pennsy]- 
vania will get through the maximum 
armor afloat, so far as our knowledge 
goes, at a range of 12,000 yards. 

“The Queen Elizabeth's guns ‘will do 
little more than that. If our informa- 
tion is correct as to the velocity of the 
British 15-inch gun, the 14-inch guns of 
the Pennsylvania will range a little fur- 
ther than the Queen Elizabeth's 15-inch 
guns. The flatter trajection of the 14- 
inch gun gives it increased probability 
of hitting in comparison with the 16-inch 
gun. The Pennsy!vania mounts 12 to the 
Queen Elizabeth's eight. Therefore the 
volume of fire of our ship exceeds the 
volume of fire of the British ship by 50 
per cent. y 


“The Navy Department has built and 
proved a 16-inch gun superior to both 


the I6-inch and the 14-inch, so far as 
penetration of armor at fighting range 
is concerned.

“Anyone reading Mr. Lloy4-George’ f 
brief,” says the Times, in an editorial, 
“will wonder more than ever what his 
general prohibitive duties have to do 
with the matter. Ample grounds are 

cited for local restriction, but not for 
the proposed large surtaxes.”’ 

Hint at Modifications, 

Most of the morning newspapers take 
the same view as the Times, although 
‘the Liberal papers natural are less 
frank in opposing Lioyd-George. The 
Daily Chronicle, which may be regardea 
as voicing the Government view, seems 
to hint that the new surtaxes will be 
withdrawn or modified. 

. “We may be sure,” says the Daily 
Chrénicle, ““that no attempt will be 
made to carry them by force on party 
division. Unless the opposition assent 
they will be withdrawn and doubtless 
large latitude of amendment will be 
given to avoid such a result, -The 
scheme of taxation is not in the least 
inseparable from the policy of the pro. 
posed bill. It would be quite feasible 
to have one without the other. 

“Nevertheless some national forms of 
prohibition or deterrence, in addition to 
the local forms which the bill contem- 
plates, seem to be very necessary.’ 

The Times, in a special article dis- 
cussing the situation, points out that. 
although new taxes are in practical 
operation, ‘there are many recorded in- 
stances of withdrawals, and says that 
there still are many questions on which 
Parliament requires light before a final 
decision is taken—for instance, whether 


it is proposed to pay any compensation- 


for loss caused by new taxes. 

“Why,” asks the Times, “are wines 
of British manufacture exempt from the 
new taxes and how is alcohol used legit'!- 
mately in medicine to escape the in- 
Spee taxation?” 


hort Hours Are Blamed. 
The ‘aeriaus effect that drink is hav- 


ing on the repairs to the warship and 
transport services and in the output of 
munitions is disclosed in reports from 
firms and officers throughout the coun- 
try, Which were made public in the form 
of a white paper. 

From Vice-Admiral Sir John R. Jelli- 
coes, Commander in Chief of the home 
fleets, down, the officers responsible for 
the navy are of the opinion that the 
short hours worked by the men in pri- 
vate yards is due to drink. They de- 
scribe conditions as deplorable and urge 
on the Government the necessity. of 
adopting the total prohibition of alco- 
holic drinks or restrictions on the sale 
of them. 

The slackness of men, it is alleged, is 
due to the fact that they are earning 
more money than usual and that while 
they have any to spend they will not 
work. Sunday work is condemned as it 
fs contended that the. double wages 
earned that day lead the men to lay off 
two days during the week. 


Viee Admiral Is U®Peasy. 
Vice-Admiral Jellicoe, in a letter to 


the Admiralty on this subject, says: 

“T am very uneasy about the labor 
situation in the Clyde and the Tyne. I 
sent a telegram or two lately about it. 
You may think I am exceeding my 
sphere of action in doing so, but the 
efficiency of this fleet is so affected by 
it that I felt it my duty to wire today. 

“An officer in a responsible pdsition 
has arrived here and his account of. 
things in Glyde is most disquieting. He 
said the men refused altogether to work 
on Saturday afternoon; that they took 
Wednesday afternoon off every week, 
if not the whole of Wednesday. and 
worked on Sunday because they got dou- 
ble pay for it. He said also that they 
only worked in a half-hearted manner. 

‘My destroyer dockings and refits are 
delayed in every case by these labor 
difficulties and they take twice as long 
as they need to. I feel you ought to 
know the facts and so I put them be- 
fore you.” 

Rear Admiral Frederick C. Tudor, 
third sea lord, supplies a statement 
showing the effect of excessive drink- 
ing on the output of work, as regards 
shipbuilding, repairs and munitions of 
war, which is being carried out by con- 
tract for the Admiralty. 

High Wages One Cause. 

Admiral Tudor says: “Briefly, the po- 
sition is that now, while the country is 
at war, the men are doing less wo 
than would be regarded as an ordinary 
week’s work under normal peace condi- 
tions. * * #=‘MThus the problem is not 
how to get the workmen to increase 
their normal peace output, but how to 
get them to do an ordinary week's work 
of 61 or 53 hours, as the case may be. 

“The reasons for the loss in time no 
doubt are various, but it is abundantiy 
clear that the most potent reason is the 
facilities which exist for the men to ob- 
tain beer and spirits, with a high rate 
of wages and abundance of employment. 
Opinion on this point is practically 
unanimous.’” 

During the first week of March, Ad- 
miral Tudor says, 135 fitters employed 
on submarine engine works did the 
equivalent of a full week’s work of 28 
men. Other incidents are given which 
show ‘‘that a large-amount of lost time 
is general thro out the country.” 

Letters recel from shipbuilders and 
officers superintending work for the 
admiralty are quoted by Admiral Tudor. 
These complain of the drink habits of 
the mens &nd urge either total prohibi- 
tion, martial law or the restriction of 
the hours in which drink may be ob- 
tained.

Shipping Rates Still High. 

“Tt is, of course, a pity that we are 
still paying such high rates for ocean 
transportation, that foreign carriers are 
thereby prospering at our cost, while we 
remain in the humiliating position of de- 
pending upon foreign navies to protect 
the movement of our own commerce, 
which we ought to control, but do not. 
From the Far East, as well as from the 
Atlantic, come the cry for shipping, and 
it is speaking conservatively to say that 
the business movement which shows 
such wonderful results would be great- 
ly enlarged if vessels were available 
under American control, to take the 
traffic hence and whither, American 
ecommerce desired to have it go.” 

“May I point out that the conditions

CHARGE AGAINST L, 0, TANNER 
AND F. W. ZIEGENHEIN FAILS 


Jcdge Throws Out Case in Which 
They Were Accused by a Motor 
Car Insurance Company. 

Circuit Judge Cave this morning 
sustained the motion of attorneys for 
the defense to quash the indictment 
against Louis ©. Tanner of 3975 Hart- 
ford street, and Fred W. Ziegenhein 
of 3655 Flora boulevard, who were 
charged with attempting to obtain 
money by false pretense from the 
Maryland Motor Car I@surance Co. 

The indictment charged that the 
defendants had placed a valuation of 
$2750 on an auto which was in real- 
ity worth not more than $1000; that 
they had represented that it was a 
1913 model when it was a 1911 model, 
and had made other false statements. 
The machine was destroyed by fire 
on a &t. Louis County road June 30, 
1913.

- Leaving the cars in the shelter of the 
ridge on which the battery was posted, 
we ascended a steep hillside on foot. I 
noticed that the slope on which we 
were traveling was piled with miniatures 


enough to held: a- barrel. 

“Might .be as weil to, hurry across 
here,”’ the artillery officer, who had met 
us at the foot of the hill, casually re- 
marked. ‘Last night the Germans 
dropped 200 shells: on ‘this field we are 
now crossing, and one never knows, of 
course, when they will do it again.” 

We did hurry. 

Part way up the slope we entered 
what appeared to be a considerable 
srove of trees. Upon closer inspection, 
however, I discovered that it was not 
a real grove, but a clever imitation, 
hundreds of saplings having been 
brought from elsewhere and set upright 
in the ground. 
for in a littlé cleared. space in the heart |. 
of this imitation wood, mounted on what 
looked not unlike gigantic: stepladders, 
were two field guns, with sheir grim 
muzsles pointing skyward. 

“These are for use against aerial in- 
fluences,’ explained the officerin charge. 
“The German aviators are making a 
constant attempt*to spot our battertes. 
and in order to discourage them we have 
put these guns in position.” 

The guns were of the regulation 7- 
millimeter pattern, but so elevated that 
the wheels were at the height of a man's 
head from the ground, the barrels being | 
at such an acute angle that the gun- 
rers were able to sweep the sky. Since 
these guns were placed in position the. 
German air scouts have been taking 
tew chances at playing peek-a-boo from 
the clouds. 

Guns Ingeniously Masked, 

A few minutes walk along the ridge 
and we came to the batteries of 105s, 
which were the real object of our visit. 
They were not posted on the summit of 
the ridge, as a layman might suppose, 
but a quarter of a mile behind it, so 
that between them and the German 
positions four miles away intervened the 
ridge itself, a thick forest and the River 
Aisne. 


I soon saw the reason, |. 


into @ sylvan grotto. Winding paths 
were lined with woven wicker fences and 
borders of white sand, upon which ap- 
peared patriotic mottoes in colored peb- 
bles. 

Scattered everywhere were rustic ta- 
bles and seats. Within five feet of a 
gun a bed of hyacinths made the air 
heavy with fragrance. Another gun pit 
was bordered by yellow crocus. At a 
rustic table under a sort of arbor 32 
soldier was painting a water color pic- 
ture. Over the entrance was a sign 
that this was the “Villa des Roses.’’ 
“'A* few yards back of each gun em- 
placement were the cave-like shelters 
dug in the-hillside in which the men 
sleep and in which they take refuge 
during the periodic shell storms with 
which they are visited. 

“Do the Germans know where this 
battery is situated?” I asked the of- 
ficer in command. 

“Not exactly, though, of course, they 
have a pretty good general idea.’’ 

“Then you are not troubled much by 
German shells?’ I remarked. 
~ “Indeed we are,” was the answer. 
Though they have not been able to lo- 
cate us exactly, they know that we are 
somewhere at the back of this ridge, so 
every now and: then they attempt to 
clear us out by progressive fire. That 
is, they start in at the summit and sys- 
tematicaily sweep the entire ridga, grad- 
ually increasing the elevation of their

THE NOISELESS STREET CAR. 

The invention of the noiseless street car is an- 
nounced at New York by E. C. Madden, formerly 
of University City and at one time an Assistant 
Postmaster-General. 

A perfected type of running gear is naturally 
the’secret of this great wonder. The trucks are 
carried on duplex wheels—two wheels, the one 
revolving within the other and separated by thick 
bands of rubber. Cars equipped with the device 
are said to run along over the rails with as little 
offense to the nerves of the ear as a jitney car. 
Even the thunderous rattle when intersecting 
tracks and switch points are passed over is ‘de- 
clared to be eliminated. 

Electric transit has increased immeasurably the 
conveniences of city life. It has brought down the 
cost of intramural carriage and promoted sani- 
tation. But it has converted our cities into places 
of hideous discord. i 

Nothing else has militated so much against the 
city noiseless, planned as the companion and co- 
adjutor of the city beautiful. Why legislate sav- 


peal more to imagination, but they cannot con- 
tribute as much to the well-being and real com- 
fort of humanity as a Maxim muffler for car 
wheels. Traction companies would resist its in- 
troduction, of course, but as fatuously as they 
resisted power brakes, fenders and vestibules for 
motormen, 

An advance of from $10 to $500 or more per front 
foot in all property located on street railway lines 
would follow the installation of the Madden de- 
vice, if it can do what it is said to do. And if it 
can’t, the necessity that is the mother of inven- 
tion will give us, before long, a device that will 


do it.

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SAFEGUARDING HUMAN RIGHTS. 
In a brief statement recently issued by the 
Carnegie Endowment for International Peace, 
these words occur: 
Above all the motive and spirit of the new 
institutions should be clearly and fully, not 
the promotion of ambition or the extension 


of power, but the safeguarding of human 
rights and the perfection of individual liberty. 


This statement, signed by such men as Joseph 
H. Choate, Andrew D. White, Elihu Root, Robert 
8. Brookings, Oscar 8. Straus, John Sharp Wil- 
liams and Nicholas Murray Butler, after declar- 
ing that the present war does not mean the loss 
of all previous efforts for peace, nor the destruc- 
tion of all future hope for peace, says: 

The war itself is teaching the gospel of 

peace through a lesson so shocking and so 
terrible that the most indifferent cannot fail 
to attend and understand it. The universal 
independence of nations has been demon- 
strated and the truth forced upon every mind 
that the peace of all nations is the vital con- 
‘cern of every nation. 
Tt then proceeds to point out that in the last 
analysis peace must be settled, and its terms 
j arranged, by the belligerent nations themselves. 
But while the rest of the world waits it should 
do éverything to establish a very high sentiment 
regarding the extent and spirit of the coming 
peace. This ideal is set forth in the words first 
quoted. Human rights and individual liberty 
must supersede all ambition of governments, al} 
greed of nations. 
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ILLINOIS JUDICIAL ELECTION. 

The campaign for Illinois Supreme Justices 
will not end until June 7, but expressions 
favorable to nonpartisan judicial selections are 
being made with ¢ ‘requency and strength of 
conviction showing a gratifying sentiment on 
| the subject in that State. 

That three Republican members and only one 
Democratic member of the present court are run- 
ning this year for re-election is an accidental cir- 
cumstance. As a matter of fact, the court is now 
almost equally divided between the two parties. 
Bar associations in a large number of counties 
have urged political neutrality on the voters 
when they Bo to the polls. Democratic party 
leaders have strongly recommended the Repub- 
lican nominees and some of the most cordial in- 
dorsements the Democratic nominee has received 
have come from Republican leaders. 

“Justices Carter, Cartwright, Dunn and Farmer 
should be re-elected without regard to party dis- 
tinction,” says the Chicago Herald. “Surely this 
question should not be controlled by any political 
or partisan considerations,” says the Chicago 
Tribune. “The nonpartisan movement gives a 
promise of being successful,” says the meee 
State Register. : 

The Democratic nominee, William M. Farmer 
of Vandalia, represents on the high court the 
Second Judicial District, much of the territory of 
which is across the river in Illinois from St. 
Louis. He has been 18 years on the bench, nine 
as a Supreme Justice. His vast experience with 
the legal problems of the State and the high qual- 
ity of his past service, which has won unusual 
recognition: from the-bar and from the people, 
should insure his re-election by a handsome vote. 
The same reasons that urge Republicans to 
unite in support of Judge Farmer also urge Dem- 
ocrats to unite in support of the three Repub- 
lican Justices, one of whom has had an experience 
of 20 years on the Supreme Court. 
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THE PRINCIPLE OF THE THING. 

Four clerical places in the city’s re-organized 
legal department are not a matter of yvreat im- 
portance to the cause of women, which could 
neither be advanced nor retarded by these places.
